Reasons for Believing That There Is a Heaven 


“I go to prepare a place for you.”— 
John 13:2. 

1. Because the human soul has always 
longed for such a place. Paul said, 2 Cor. 
§:8, “We are willing to be absent from 
the body and to be present with the 
Lord.” He also said in Phil. 1:23 that he 
had a desire to depart and be with the 
Lord. 

1 Pet. 1:4, “An inheritance incor- 
ruptible and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven for you.” 

Heb. 13:14. “For we have no continu- 
ing city, but we seek one to come.” 

There is a story told of an old heathen 
named Cleombrotus, who read the great 
arguments of Plato about heaven and 
went and threw himself down from a 
precipice that he might die and enter into 
that blessed life. 

2. Because the soul has always felt 
there was such a place. When the soul 
gets tired of philosophy and argument it 
can just turn back and commune with 
itself and deep within itself it hears a 
voice as gentle and as unmistakable as an 
evening zephyr which says it must be so. 
That is the instinct of heaven that God 
planted in every soul. Like the little boy 
flying the kite, though it was out of 
sight, when some one asked him how he 
knew it was there his answer was, “I

know it is there for I feel the pull and tug 
of it.” I know there is a heaven. I feel 
the pull and tug of it in the soul. 

3. Because the human soul needs just 
such a place. The best developments of 
this life are only fragmentary and_ the 
soul needs another life in order to go on 
to perfection. Sir Isaac Newton had a 
mind that could master the profoundest 
truths as easily as the average man could 
master A B C’s. One day some one com- 
plimented him on his vast learning, and 
don’t you remember his humble reply? 
He said, “I seem to be only a child, pick- 
ing up a few pebbles on the shore while 
the great ocean of truth stretches unex- 
plored before me.” Think of the mysteries 
that are yet to be unravelled and_ the 
riddles yet to be solved and then a great 
many never have a chance to develop. 
Their intellect has been hampered by dis- 
eased bodies. Some of them have been 
what Tennyson calls “forbidden build- 
ers,” dying almost before they got 
started. Keats died when he was only 
twenty-two years of age and Raphael, the 
unrivalled artist, at thirty-seven years. 
Others have been denied the opportunity 
by the force of circumstances. What 
chance has a child who grows up in a 
home of sin? He knows nothing but sin 
in all its blighting influence. Their senses 


are dulled from their earliest recollection 
by its awful blight. The soul needs heav- 
en and heaven alone can finish out what 
life must leave unfinished here. 

4. Because justice demands a place like 
heaven. Things are not fixed up right 
down here. God had them fixed just right 
in the first place, but man, like the fool 
he has always been, mixed himself in and 
upset the whole thing. The whole busi- 
ness is out of balance and if all the heav- 
en a man gets, and all the hell a man gets 
is what he gets right here on this earth 
(as some of these sordid-minded, sin-lov- 
ing, moral perverts claim), I’d like to 
know where justice comes in. 

Nero and Borgia and other tyrants 
have sat on thrones while godly saints 
have been sent to the dungeon, the scaf- 
fold and the flames. If there is no heav- 
en, what recompense did Paul have for 
the stones and stripes that stung him 
well nigh to death and for the ax that 
chopped off his head? or Savanorola for 
the flames that licked up his blood on the 
square of San Marco close by the palace 
and the church? Is it justice that Savan- 
orola and Wycliffe and Huss should die 
the martyr’s death and not receive the 
martyr’s reward? Is it justice that Nero 
and Diocletian should throw Christians to

THE ANTICHRIST SPIRIT 


“The mystery of iniquity doth already 
work: only he who now letteth will 
let, until he be taken out of the way. 
And then shall that wicked be re- 
vealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall 
destroy with brightness of his coming.” 
2 Thess. 2:7, 8. 

As time passes we can see the spirit of 
Paul’s man of sin on every hand. Think 
of the awful bloody war across the sea. 
It seems that the nations have chosen 
Spain for a battle ground and the Anti- 
christ forces are fighting one against the 
other. One denies the existence of God, 
the other has a milder form and allows 
religious worship but it must be done ac- 
cording to the dictator of their country 
and is so foreign to the Spirit and power 
of God until we are sure that the same 
spirit of Antichrist is actuating both 
sides. We are sure that the Fascist side 
will finally win and that means to wor- 
ship God you must conform to the rules 
laid down by the government, which, I 
am sure, would be foreign to the Spirit 
and power that now worketh in the chil- 
dren of obedience. 

Think of the unreasonable things that 
are happening, the thousands of Chris- 
tians that have been killed in the differ- 
ent countries for their religion. It is 
enough to make us cover our faces and 
cry to the God of the skies. It seems that 
all these unholy and unreasonable things 
completely baffle the forces of religion 
today. It is a mystery to all nations, of 
uncontrolable brutality. It is sweeping 
the land. America, no doubt, will be the 
last nation to be swept into this cesspool 
of murder and unholy practices. It is only 
a sign of the soon-coming of Jesus, and 
those who are ready to meet Him will be 
taken out of this awful confusion and 
conflict. There is no time for biting and 
devouring one another. May God help us 
to realize that we will need all of our 
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strength and force to stand against the 
awful spirit of Antichrist that is sweep- 
ing the world today. 

Paul’s man of sin spoken of in the 
text, in my judgment, has not come on 
the scene but all these dictators and 
haters of truth are the forerunners of the 
Antichrist and it will be an easy matter 
when he comes, to get the co-operation 
of every nation because they will have 
one man to represent them and this man 
of sin will be so deceptive until he will 
make them believe he can settle all of 
their troubles and bring peace and har- 
mony in the world. 

Dan. 8:23-25, “And in the latter time 
of their kingdom, when the transgres- 
sors are come to the full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding dark 
sentences, shall stand up. And his power 
shall be mighty, but not by his own 
power: and he shall destroy wonderfully, 
and shall prosper, and practise, and shall 
destroy the mighty and the holy people. 
And through his policy also he shall cause 
craft to prosper in his hand; and he shall 
magnify himself in his heart, and by 
peace shall destroy many: he shall also 
stand up against the Prince of princes; 
but he shall be broken without hand.” 

This is the first thing this man of sin 
will do—restore the broken down condi- 
tion in the manufacturing interest and 
set up a rule that will bring prosperity 
back to the country, and if there ever 
has been a time when this is needed it is 
now, but those who are deceived by this 
man of sin will finally have to pay the 
awful price for their deception and co- 
operation. 

Dan. 11:36, “And the king shall do 
according to his will; and he shall exalt 
himself, and magnify himself above ev- 
ery god, and shall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods, and shall pros- 
per till the indignation be accomplished: 
for that that is determined shall be done.” 

This man will deceive all of his sub- 
jects and after he has made a league with 
the Jews for seven years he will break 
that covenant in the midst of that week 
and will cause the overspreading of 
abominations spoken of. Then he will de- 
mand that the people worship him instead 
of God. And it is in the midst of this 


week that all the tribulation saints will | 


be called in question and finally all be 
killed except the 144,000 spoken of in 
Rev. 7:4-8. Now we are sure that the 
rapture will take place before all this 
overspreading of abomination and de- 
struction takes place. This man of sin 
will deceive the very elect if possible and 
Rev. 13:11-18 describes some of the 
power that this man of sin will wield and 
especially does he use the false prophet 
that comes on the scene to aid him.

LAWRENCEBURG, Tenn.—D e ar 
ones in the faith, greetings in Jesus’ great 
name. I am praising God for His love to 
me, for looking down into my heart and 
seeing the need of a Savior and blessing 
me as He did. I thank Him today for His 
great love to men to keep us by the 
blood of Jesus free from sin and to heal 
our bodies when in pain. 

A few weeks ago my little six-year- 
old daughter was playing with some other 
children in the backyard when all of a 
sudden I heard her screaming. I ran to 
her aid and found her hung in the frame 
of an old car. While in her fury of be- 
ing scared she skinned her leg on an old 
rusty tin where the limb was hung and 
bruised it. 

For a week no attention was given to 
this until on Monday morning when she 
was called to breakfast she could scarce-

blue spotted all over. He brought her 
home at once and said, “‘Fix the bed, this 
child is very sick.” We got het to bed 
and got her slightly warm and began to 
pray for her.

Beloved co-workers, have you heard 
this commission of the Master to His dis- 
ciples— “Go ye’’? Let me tell you, there 
is a great harvest field out here. We are 


in the very midst of it hard at work, call- 
ing to you, “Where hast thou gleaned to- 


day?” Come, help us, we are on our face’ 


before God in prayer. We went to a place, 
oh the darkness, the fear that did grip the 
people, for many had died of 
and diphtheria. The cry was, “Call the 
heavenly people, burn paper and sweet 
wood, try and please the gods.” Out in 
the streets people with smallpox made 
their way to the temple. The man that 
was with me seemed to show fear at the 
sight of the sick so I told him to go out- 
side the gate with our food and pray. 
As for me, it was a chance to fight, be 
it life or death. The Lord helped me win 
the battle right in the midst of heathen- 
ism and the devil’s own ground, with 
powers of darkness and hell so arrayed 
against me, 

The day was hot, the road very dusty, 
as I did stand to sing at the east gate. 
I said, “Come to the Savior, make no de- 
lay,” walking along the streets, and as 
the people did look many did follow. 
Three times did I tell them of Jesus and 
point out the wrong way of their service. 
God has been calling for a long time. 
Listen! 2 Peter 3:9. I dealt with repent- 
ance but not one would dare to make a 
move, at last I said, “It is time to clean 
the house, take out all things that you 
call gods and let’s burn them, such would 
bring joy to the heart of the living God.”

not suffer for their crimes? Shall the Son 
of God be crucified and not be exalted? 
Justice steps in and has a word to say. 

5. I believe there is a heaven because 
God says there is. I would rather have 
God’s Word about anything than all the 
opinions of all the philosophers and scien- 
tific dignitaries in the world and especial- 
ly when they try to tell me something 
that conflicts with God’s Holy Word 
and try to make me believe that God 
meant something else other than what He 
plainly said. 

Jesus had a good deal to say about 
heaven and what He talked a great deal 
about we surely have a right to preach 
about. He said, “I go to prepare a place 
for you.” Also He said, “In my Father’s 
house are many mansions.” He said, ‘“‘Re- 
joice because your names are written in 
heaven.” Then in Hebrews we read, ““We 
have no continuing city, but we seek 
one to come.” Then, I guess these five 
reasons given should be enough to con- 
vince us that there is a heaven. 

HEAVEN IS A PLACE 

Jesus said, “I go to prepare a place for 
you.” Cannon Farrar wrote a book once 
and called it “Eternal Hope.” It is long 
on surmise and short on logic. He says, 
“Heaven is to be something rather than 
‘to go somewhere.’” Well, it is to be 
something. It is a condition. Sure, it is a 
state of mind and heart, but it is more. 
If Jesus went anywhere, He must have 
gone, somewhere, He could not go no- 
where. Then, where is nowhere? Heaven 
is a place. Of course you could not be in 
a place without being in a condition. I am 
sure the condition you are in is more im- 
portant than the place and it would be 
better for a man to be in hell if he could 
keep the proper spirit than to be in heav- 
en and have the mind of the devil in him. 
Some people would not be fit for heaven 
if they were allowed to get in. “I go to 
prepare a place for you.” That is what 
He said. “In my Father’s house are many 
mansions,” and they are just as real as 
your home down here and you can trust 
God to make good on His promise. 

HEAVEN IS A PREPARED PLACE 

Some may say, “Well, He will have to 
prepare a big place.” I say, Well He has 
plenty of room. We think this old earth 
is a tremendous big place and it is, look- 
ing at it from a human point of view, 
but it is so small in God’s realm, it is a 
wonder He has not forgotten it. If you 
could take an auger and bore a hole into 
the sun and pour 1,200,00 earths like this 
one into it you would still have room for 
4,900,000 moons to lie around the inside 
edge. That is tremendous, but some of the 
fixed stars like Alpha Centaura are five 
times larger than the sun. Science claims 
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that Neptune is twenty-five times larger 
than this earth in which we live. He’s 
close to three billion miles away and you 
cannot see him unless you climb Mt. 
Hamilton and look through the Lick 
telescope or go to Lake Geneva and point 
that powerful Yerkes telescope with its 
forty-inch diameter lens at him. Well, if 
that is true, how large do you suppose 
that beautiful star, Lyra, is which is 100,- 
000 times farther away than Neptune? 
and too you can see it with your naked 
eye. God has plenty of space. How far 
away do you suppose the sun is? If you 
could charter a fast train and hit it off 
at a clip of sixty miles an hour, it would 
take you 177 years to get to the sun. 
Figure ir out and it makes the sun 93,- 
000,000 miles from where we are now. 
Some distance! But listen, there is Mer- 
cury nearest to the sun, whizzing around 
her orbit at the rate of 109,000 miles an 
hour. They say the closer to the sun they 
are, the faster they go. No speed limit up 
there, and the General Traffic Manager is 
on to his job—they do not have any 
smash-ups. 

Then in the evening, if you will look 
in the Southwest you will see Venus. He 
is called the most beautiful star seen by 
the naked eye and he is about 35,000,000 
miles farther out than Mercury. He 
swings around the sun once in 224 days 
and when he gets on the other side he is 
nearly twice as far from the earth as is 
the sun. They claim Jupiter is three times 
as large as all the other planets put to- 
gether. He is 1,250 times larger than the 
earth, but turns on his axis every ten 
hours, that is forty-seven miles a second. 
Going some, isn’t it? If you lived in Jup- 
iter and wanted to go to the sun and you 
could charter a fast train and run fifty 
miles an hour, it would take you nine 
centuries ro get there. Well, you say, that 
is some distance! Oh no. Saturn, they 
say, is 790,000,000 miles from the earth 
at the nearest point. They say the shell 
from a thirteen-inch gun travels at the 
rate of fifteen miles a minute, and if a 
modern gun could fire a projectile far 
enough at that rate, it would take it 111 
years to drop down on the shores of that 
far away prodigious luminary. 

Then, there is Uranus, 81 times larger 
than the earth and more than twice as 
far away as Saturn, 1,800,000,000 miles. 

It is claimed if you could take an areo- 
plane and sail 100 miles an hour it would 
take you 3,000 years to get to Neptune. 
He is 2,780,000,000 miles away. You do 
not know how much a billion is. If you 
would count 100 a minute, it would take 
you nineteen years to count a_ billion, 
counting day and night. Ah, God is not 
cramped for room. Jesus said, “In my 
Father’s house are many mansions.” 

Neptune is nearly 3,000,000,000 miles 
away, but Alpha Centaura is 250,000 
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times farther away than the sun and the 
North Star is fourteen times farther 
away than Alpha Centaura. If you had 
an areoplane system operating to the 
North Star and you paid 2 1-2 cents a 
mile, it would only cost you eight tril- 
lion, nine hundred billion dollars, and 
making 100 miles an hour, which is very 
easy for an aeroplane, it would take you 
409,000,000 to arrive there. 

The light from Alpha Centaura is four 
years old when it gets to us and light 
travels at the rate of 192,000 miles a 
second. Talk about room, in my Father’s 
house are many mansions. Who conceived 
all this and brought it into existence? 
God. It is disgusting to hear some little 
old “yellow-livered, pigmy, puny, pusilla- 
nimous infidel disputing about God’s 
work and what God cannot do. Hush up, 
don’t want to hear your racket. 

For all the millions that have died and 
all the millions that will die, God has 
plenty of room. 

In Revelation it states that an angel 
took the measurement of heaven and he 
said it was 12,000 furlongs—the length, 
height and breadth of it are equal, That 
is nearly 8,000,000 feet, and if you cube 
that you will get 512 quintillion feet. 
Then, if the world stood for 100,000 
years and has a billion people dying off 
every generation, that would only make 
300 trillion people and that would give 
every one fifty-six feet of room each 
way. If that was not large enough God 
could send His surveying angel out and 
throw His boundary line around a few 
sextillion acres more. 


HEAVEN IS BEAUTIFUL 

God made it beautiful. The Bible does 
not go into detail, but it tells us enough 
to let us know that beauty in heaven has 
reached its perfection. God loves beauty, 
or He would not have put so much of it 
in this world. Who painted the butter- 
flies’ wings with all those gorgeous hues 
and threw around the evening sun her 
drapery of a thousand colors? Who put 
the red on the robins’ breast? From whose 
pastel were the colors mixed that gave 
the rose its blushing charm and touched 
the lily with its dreamy white? Who 
taught the raindrop to take a ray of 
light from heaven’s shining orb and pen- 
cil it on the sky in one huge arch of be- 
wildering elegance? God did it all. He 
made everything beautiful and only sin 
has marred it, but in heaven you will 
find God’s beauty at its best. The fairest 
vision on earth, all of her enrapturing 
scenery, all her matchless music and all 
her sweetest fragrance are but the faint- 
est indications possible of the ineffable 
and entrancing beauty that shall greet 
us everywhere as we enter and dwell in 
that celestial city whose builder and mak- 
er is God. 

John got a glimpse of it one day from 
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his lonely island and tried to tell us about 
it, but the best he could do was to use 
a few symbols our poor little minds could 
understand, and he said the walls are of 
jasper, the foundations garnished with 
precious stones, every gate a pearl and 
the city is of pure gold. Every gate a 
pearl! Who doesn’t go into ecstacy over 
the lustre of a perfect pearl? W. E. 
Biederwolf said he heard one day, while 
in Philadelphia, that a certain firm car- 
ried a fine selection of pearls so he got 
an introduction to the fellow who could 
show them to him and asked to see the 
finest they had in stock. He states the 
fellow took him through a big iron gate 
and laid one on the palm of his hand 
about the size of a bullet. After gazing 
at it in amazement he asked how much 
it was worth. The man replied, “$7,000.” 
Think what a wonderful thought—the 
gates of that city are all pearl and one 
glad day, if you and I will be true to Je- 
sus, those gates of pearl will swing opea 
and the angels that stood on the balcony 
of heaven and serenaded a new-born 
world wrapped in swaddling clothes of 
light in the dawn of God’s creation, will 
sing a song of welcome as we sweep 
through, 

There was a little girl who was blind 
from her birth, and only knew of the 
beauties of earth from her mother’s lips. 
A noted surgeon worked on her eyes and 
at last his operations were successful. As 
the last bandage was removed, she sprang 
into her mother’s arms and then to the 
window and the open door and as the 
glories of earth rolled into her vision she 
ran screaming back to her mother and 
said, “O Mamma, why didn’t you tell me 
it was so beautiful?” The mother wiped 
the tears of joy from her eyes and said, 
“My precious child, I tried to tell you, 
but a couldn’t do it.”” Maybe when you 
and I go sweeping through those gates of 
pearl and catch a glimpse of the won- 
drous beauty of that eternal white city 
we will hunt up old Brother John and 
say, “John, why didn’t you tell us how 
beautiful it was?”

This spring my oldest boy had scarlet 
fever and we were under quarantine for 
three weeks, but we trusted alone in Je- 
sus and he came out one hundred per 
cent, so to speak, no complications 
from the disease whatever. So people of 
God, let’s enjoy our Christian privileges 
by trusting God for our bodies as well as 
our souls. Remember Psa. 103:2, 3, “Who 
forgiveth all our iniquities and healeth 
all our diseases.”
